The Chancellor replied: “Not with- 
out conferring with the government.”

BERLIN, Dec. 7.—The rioting of 
Friday in Berlin, the mysterious raid 
on the executive committee of the 
soldiers’ and workmen's council and 
the demonstration by soldiers and sail- 
ors on behalf of Chancellor Ebert, 
(when he was acclaimed as president 
of the republic but set aside the hon- 
or), have intensified the existing gap 
between the two wings of the Social- 
Democrats, which seem now more 
than ever hopelessly divided. 

Political onlookers are wondering 
today whether the Bbert and Haaz 
factions have reached the parting of 
the ways and are asking what will be 
the attitude of the Berlin regiments 
from the front when they arrive home 
next week. 

Killed in Berlin Riots 

BERLIN, Saturday, Dec. 7. — The 
clash between government troops and 
followers of the Spartacus or radical 


f group, resulted in from ten to sixteen 


persons being killed, according to va- 
rious reports. 

The number of wounded is not ex- 
pected to exceed fifty. Several girls 
who were passengers on sireet cars 
were among those killed. 

It appears that the audience from 
one of the three meetings of deserters 
from the army were marching north- 
ward in Chausee Strasse to join the 
audience from a meeting held in a hall 
further north, The Fusilier Guards 
were drawn-up at the intersection of 
Invaliden Strasse and the command- 
er warned the people to disperse. The 
marchers, shouting “Forward, the sol- 
diers won't shoot their comrades,” 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—Regarding Brit- 
ish aid in the transport of American 
troops, the shipping controller today 
made the following statement to the 
Associated Press: 

“The real effort to accelerate the 
movement of American troops began 
at the end of March. Ships were 
gathered from every source, with the 
result that in the six months between 
April and September 850,000 American 
troops, or 60 per cent of the toval 
number carried within that period 
was transported in British bottoms 
In all, of the 2,000,000 odd American 
troops trasported to Irrance, well over 
a million were carried in British ships.

MORE EVIDENCE 
OF CRUELTY 


LONDON, Dec. 8—(Reuter)—Fresh 
evidence of the cruel treatment of 
British prisoners of war captured dur- 
ing the 1918 offensivé by Germans is 
contained in a further report by Jus- 
tice Younger’s committee, Much 
sworn evidence is given that prisoners 
behind the firing line were half starv- 
ed and over-worked; were brutally 
treated and were forced to sleep shel- 
terless and were unable to change 
their clothing. A number actuaily 
died of starvation, The report shows 
that the Germans transferred to East 
Prussia and German Poland prisuners 
who were no longer fit to work behind 
the lines on the western front. 

A witness from Heilsburg, East 
Prussia, said he saw over 200 prison- 
ers arrive in camp there. There were 
$wo trains containing mostly stretcher 
cases, Al! were raving for food, Some 
of them found a tub of refuse, which 
they devoured. Their clothing was 
torn and they said they had no proper 
food nor medical treatment, They 
could hardly ever wash and the dirt 
was thick on their hands and faces.

From South Africa we removed every 
passenger sieamer and for the time 
being practically killed trade with 
that country. Krom India and Aus- 
tralla we removed all the fast steam- 
ers plying to and between those two 
countries and we made very dangerous 
sacrifices of meat supplies—endanger- 
ing even those of the British army— 
by transfering these ships to the North 
Atlantic, thus wasting refrigerator

MUST PAY IN 
GOLD AND TOIL 


LONDON, Dec, 8,—(Reuter's)— 
Speaking at Plymouth, Sir Auckland 
Geddes, a member of the 
government, said that whatever else 
Germany might pay in discharging 
the cost of the war, she must not be 
allowed to pay in manufactured goods 
dumped on Great Britain. It were 
better, he said, to run the risk of Ger- 
many failing to pay a part of the cost 
of the war than receive the manufac- 
tured goods, which would crush out 
British industries and lead to a lower- 
ing of wages beyong living limits. Ger- 
many would pay with such gold as she 
has, also, with such material as we 
can wring from her, She could pay in 
labor in restoring the damage she 
wrought in France and Belgium. She 
will have no colonies when the Allies 
had done with this business.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—A message 
from King George, expressing the hope 
that Britons and Americans may be 
as united in peace as they were in war |

| New York's celebration of Britain | 
Day. 

The King’s message, read by 
Alton B. Parker, who presided, 
stated that “the people of the 
British Empire join with me in 
thanking you and those associat- 
ed with you for your efforts in 
promoting this celebration, which 
will be welcomed as a proof of the 
true and lasting friendship of the 
United States. 

“It will be a particular satisfac- 
tion to my navy and army to feel 
that they have won the esteem of 
the nation which sent so many 
gallant men to suffer with them 
the trials of this great war and to

FOR ATROCITIES 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—(British Wire- 
less.).-Herbert Asquith, former prime 
minister, speaking at Rochdale, yester- 
| day, ranged himself alongside those 
| who have declared that the men re- 
| sponsible for the war and the atroci- 
ties shall receive adequate punishment. 

The Allied powers, he said, had an- 
nounced their joint intention of sum- 
moning the late heads of the Germay 
government and state before some 
kind of an international tribunal. 
There was a broad distinction of er- 
rors, even lying and wicked errors, of 
‘policy and a deliberate and = system- 
atic refraction of rules which rest for 
their sanction, not only on internation- 
al usage, but on the instincts and dic- 
tates of humanity. Such were some 
of the incidents which attended the 
devastation of Belgian territory, the 
sinking of passenger ships and the 
most incredible brutality and ill-treat- | 
ment of Allied prisoners of war.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Denial_ that 
they possessed pro-German sentiments 
prior to America’s entrance into the 
war were made today by a number of 
men mentioned in the “important list 
of names” in the diary of Dr. Karl A.

Edmonton is the third city of 
the prairie west in population and | 
in commercial importance. It has! 
over 50,000 people and its bank | 
clearings amount to millions a 
week. Its railway connections | 
link it directly with the undevel- 
oped empire of Northern British 
Columbia, as well.as with the de-| 
veloped southern portion, and give 
it command of the trade of the 
Great North lying east of the 
Rockies as far as the Arctie Ocean. 
No other city in Canada has equal | 
prospects of rapid progress under 
peace conditions. 

But the city’s success depends 
upon the city’s management, Past 
extravagance, waste and graft 
have created a difficult financial | 
situation, which must be dealt | 
with by the council to be elected | 
today. The most important office 
to be filled is that of mayor. There 
are two candidates: C. E, Wilson, 
who has served the city as alder- 
man for three years; a reputable 
citizen who has rendered faithful 
service as an alderman in ¢carry- 
ing the city through the slough of 
financial despond into which it 
had been thrown by previous civic 
administrations. He seeks election 
on a policy of sound finance in 
lightening the present burdens 
and stands for economy and effi- 
ciency in city administration. 

The opposing candidate is J. A. 
Clarke, who has also been an al- 
derman., Mr, Clarke was a mem- 
ber of the councils of 1911-12—the 
wildest years of the boom, when | 
the conditions which constitute 
the city’s difficulties were created. 
The records do not show that Al- 
derman Clarke in any way or to 
any degree attempted to avoid or 
prevent the creation of those con- 
ditions. On the contrary, he was 
one of the foremost boomsters of 
the city council and helped to the 
best of his ability to bring about 
the situation that now confronts 
the city. He was a member of the 
councils of 1914-15. He was a sup- 
porter of the McNamara adminis- 
tration of 1914, The wild extrava- 
gances of that administration 
were what finally broke the city’s 
credit, and the administration of 
police affairs—under the direction 
ot Alderman Clarke as chairman 
of the safety and health commit- 
tee—was such that a publie up- 
rising demanded a judicial invest- 
igation, which when held disclos- 
ed a toleration of vice and crime 
such as had never been known in 
any Canadian city, 

To secure votes Clarke’s policy 
is to knock everybody and prom- 
ise everything. His hope of elec- 
tion lies in the fact that there are 
electors who wil trust a man to 
manage their, and other people's, 
business in a municipal council 
whom they would not trust to 
carry a bag of oranges around the 
corner, 

The men who think the city is 
worth saving and who want to 
save it are voting for Wilson. 
Clarke boasts that men of high

finance are behind him with 
money and support. Why are 
they behind him? Not for the 


good he will do the city. He does 
not even promise to do it any 
good. They are behind him for 
what they can grab from the 
wreck that he hopes to make,

Why the Difference 

An Ottawa despatch announces 
that the Government is leaving it 
to the Allies to fix the price of 
wheat, it being afraid thai if the 
Government fixed the price it 
might lose money through a de- 
cline in world prices. The reason 
does not seem to be consistent with 
the policy adopted toward other 
than the farming interests. For 
instance, the Government did not 
hesitate to let contracts for shells, 
though knowing that the shells 
could be got elsewhere, and that if 
the war ended the country would 
have to pay for shells which were 
not needed. 


Even Kings Responsible 


Premier Lloyd George and Sir 
Auckland Geddes have definitely 
pledged the British Government 
that the ex-Kaiser, Enver Pasha, 
ex-King Ferdinand and ex-Empe- 
ror Charles are to be placed on 
trial, together with others who 
may be held primarily responsible 
for causing the war, and should 
they be condemned their lives will 
be forfeit. The pledge also extends 
to officials, army officers and oth- 
ers who are accused of having 
practiced cruelties upon prisoners 
of war or civilians in defiance of 
international law and traditions. 
It will be something new in the 


| world for kings to be tried by for- 


eign tribunals and perhaps sen- 
tenced to death for having caused 
war. That, however, is only to say 
that in the past justice has been 
stayed when the criminal wore a 
crown or had done so. It is hope- 
ful of the dawn of a new era that 
the principle of personal responsi- 
bility for war, and the conduct of 
war, is to be set up and enforced. 


Which Way? 

Edmonton must pay its debts. 
There need be no doubt of that. 
There is no getting out of it ex- 
cept by getting out of the city. The 
question is only how it is to be 
gone about. There are two possi- 
ble ways. One is to keep the city 
solvent and meet its obligations in 
the way most satisfactory to the 
citizens. The other is to let the 
city become insolvent and invite 
the creditors to collect in the way 
most satisfactory to themselves, If 
the citizens keep control and main- 
tain the credit of the city by elect- 
ing safe and sane men to manage 
its affairs, they will be in position 
to negotiate extensions of time, to 
get temporary loans to tide over 


periods when the treasury is empty 


to decide among themselves how 
and upon whom taxes are to be 


levied, to provide themselves with | 


such services as they are able and 
willing to pay for, and to make the 


moral and social conditions of the | 


community what they wish them 
to be. If they let the control of 
the city pass into the hands of 
their creditors they cease to have 
power to deal with any of these 
matters. They must, in that event, 
submit to such measures of taxa- 
tion, collection and payment as 


| the ereditors may impose, must do 


with such service as the ereditors 
see fit to allow them, and must live 
under such social and moral condi- 


tions as they may allow to develop. 


Our choice is only whether we 
shall continue to manage our own 
affairs or whether we shall let a 
receiver do it in the way his prin- 
cipals may direct. Pay we must, 
in either event.

People do | 
not lend money to a city that is 
liable to elect that sort of an ad- 
ministration, nor put their money 
into business enterprises in such a 
city. 


Help the City to Recover. 


The speed with which Edmon- 
ton can recover normal conditions 
depends largely upon whether or 
not outside capital comes into the 
city for investment in business en- 
terprises. The opportunities for the 
investment of capital are likely to 
be more plentiful than usual dur- 
ing the reconstruction period, and 
those cities will be most sueccess- 
ful in attracting investments 
which have a reputation for se- 
lecting safe and sane men to man- 
age their affairs. This is not a 
time when Edmonton can neglect 
the question of what impression it 
is to give the outside world, par- 
ticularly the financial world, by 
the kind of administration the elec- 
tors choose. That we have borrow- 
ed heavily is against us in the ef- 
fort to induce capital to come to 


the city for investment. If to that | 


handicap we add the reputation 
of being a community which can- 
not be counted on to exervise can- 
tion and judgment in the manage- 
ment of our future affairs, the pro- 
cess of recovery must accord- 
ingly be retarded.

The police force, while entirely too 
small for the aize of our city, Is a 
credit to our city and is composed of 
men who are endeavoring to be 
straight and upright, seeking as far as 
lies in their power to improve the 
city’s morals. 

My reason for writing this letter is 
nothing more than my desire that the 
citizens should know the impressions 
of one who has no axe to grind, and 
who has watched the police force and 
police court proceedings for nearly 
four years without prejudice, and who 
has noticed a continual improvement 
in the moral tone of our city during 
this period of time.

sell out the taxpayer to pay for 
those utilities and present them to 
the newer and greater population 
that will be within our gates 
within the next twenty years. The 
public utilities should be kept In 
an A-l condition, and that if you 
do this that these utilities are al- 
ways worth 100 cents on the dollar 
Then issue other debentures as the 
occasion arises to take care of our 
sinking fund for the next ten years, 
To date later debentures at 
the expiration of the first ones is 
sued, in order not to double up in 
any one year In this way we will 
not be golng any deeper in debt, 
ang will be able to stand on the 
same level at ail times In ten 
years, I firmly believe that Edmon- 
ton will have a population of 100,- 
000 peopie, enabling our debt to be 
paid much easier on account of the 
increase in population as well as 
the corresponding inerease in 
wealth. The important thing, then, 
is to get down to an economic 
basis, holding expenditures down 
to our receipts.

MAJORITY IN

Independent Socialists Gain Con- 
trol of Soldiers’ and Work- 
ers’ Body in Berlin 


BERLIN, Dec, 8.—In the elections 
held Thursday to fill two vacancies in 
the soldiers’ and workers’ executive 


council, the left wing of the Social- 
Democrats, or the Independent- 
Socialists, gained both seats. The 
council, which has 28 members, 1s 
ostensibly the highest revolutionary 
tribunal. By winning the two vacant 
sents the Independents secured a 


working mejority in the council: The 
soldiers’ elemont attributes its defeat 
te the inability of its Brums, Hert? 
Melkenbuhr, a majority Socialist, and 
efforts of the two chairmen of the 
executive council], to cope with the 
other chairman, Richard Mueller, a 
representative of the workingmen,. 
Mueller apparently has succeeded tn 
converting the committee to radical- 
ism, although its members are divided 
equally between the soldiers and the 
workingmen, 

The soldiers stationed in Berlin, it ts 
understood, oppose partisan politics, 
but have not yet been able to counter- 
act the tactics of Mueller, The issue 
promises to reach a crisis late this 
week, the soldiers having announced 
their intention of repiacing Melken- 
buhr and five othere of thelr repre- 
sentatives with men determined to 
neutralize the radical elements which 
dominate the council. Incidentally 
the radical domination of the execu- 
tive council is proving a stumbling- 
block for the cabinet of Ebert and 
Haase.
